•TODAY is the 200th anniversary of Isaac 
1 Watts' death. 


Many readers will recognize this man's 


works and not his name. He is the author of 
some great hymns sung for years, such as 
"Joy to the world' the Lord is come." "When 
I survey the wondrous cross," and "Our God, 
our Help in ages past." all of which ring out 
clearly every Sunday in Protestant churches- 


Isaac Watts came upon the scene in 


England when the Protestants, still under the 
spell of John Calvin, permittee nothing to be 
sung In church services except literal transla- 
tions from the Psalms. 


Watts, a dissenting minister, dared to make 


his translations free enough so that prod ac- 
tions of truly poetic ment were possible. He 
went further, and changed Old Testament 


" Psalms into New Testament Psalms, introduc- 


ing the name of Chnst and substituting the 
name Jesus for Jehovah. 
He named his 


collection "The Psalms of David Imitated in 
the Language of the New Testament " 


He went sail further and published "Spirit- 


ual Songs ' which were unmistakably original 
compositions. Such a one is "When I survey 
ihe wondrous cross, ' often declared to be the 
finest, iyma in the English language.

which has been achieved in the field of 
foreign affairs.

ACCEPTANCE: Although the Republi- 


cans engaged in "Operation Compromise" 
prefer to soft-pedal this angle, IL would 
signify the Grand Old party's final ac- 
ceptance of the Roosevelt-Truman New 
Deal's basic reforms, but to a greater ex- 
tent than WiUae in 1940, and Dewey in 
1944 and 1948, approved them. 


It is pointed out by the moderators 


on both sides that their last two 
nominees endorsed most of the 1932- 
1MX revisions, simply promising to 
administer them more efficiently and 
economically.

IT has been known for \ears that in- 


fection of one part of the body with germs 
can cause trouole elsewhere. Tnus, infec- 
tions of the teetn. tonsils, sinuses, and 
other parts of the bod. may be reflected 
in disorders of the eyes. Infections of the 
teeth are particularly l.kelj to lead to 
eye trouoles. 


The elimination of these infections Is 


not always an easy matter. For example, 
if tne tonsils are ^nfected their removal 
•*ill not get nd of the germs presenf in 
the upper part of the throat or on the 
sides of the throat and nearby tissues 
The^e i?erms continue to grow and form 
toxins or poisons whicti are absorbed into 
the blood stream. 


In the same way. dramm? the infect- 


ed nasal sinuses will not, get nd of all 
the germs present. 


What is necessary in these cases is to 


build up the patient's resistance to over- 
come the infection, after as much as pos- 
s ble of the infected tissues have been 
gotten nd of. Thus, removal of tne ton- 
sils will be helpful and the patient's re- 
sistance may increase thereafter. He may 
then be ab'e to make eriougn antibodies 
to dastrov the germs tnat remain. How- 
ever, if the nauerit's resistance remains 
ai a low level after the operation, the 
symptoms will co-^iniie e-.en Though the 
main source of the infection has been 
elumnated- 


Infections st.ch as I have mentioned 


may be responsible for inflammation cf 
the lining membrane of the eye called 
conjunctivitis, or inflammation of the 
cornea, which is the front part of the 
eyeball; of the :ns, which is the colored 
portion, and of the back part of the eye, 
known as the retina. It may be respon- 
sibje for weakness of tne muscles, blur- 
ring of the eyesight, and e^e fatiguev. 


Xost of the infections responsible for 


the e\e conditions are in the upper part 
of the respiratory tract, that is in the 
tonsils, throat, and sinuses. 
Many of 


them are in the teeth and the gums. Not 
only may those infections procuce the 
eye symptoms, but may also b* respon- 
sible for such things as headache, weak- 
ness, and loss of appetite. 


The treatment of the eye disorder 


caused by infections requires the elimina- 
tion of the infection at its source. Some- 
times the giving of penicillin or strep- 
tomycin may be quite helpful, but if the 
infection has been present for a long 
time these substances do Tint have a great 
de*l of vmue. 
Tins should be supple- 


mented by the giving of proper f o o d , 
numina, and plenty of rest.
